Georgetown telephone rates will rise 5.89 per­ 
cent two weeks from Monday, as the General 
Telephone Company accepted a $22,500 annual 
revenue increase at a special City Council 
meeting Thursday afternoon. 
GenTel representative Carl Kinslow agreed 
that the company would install a Georgetown 
number local residents can call to get service 
with recorded answering service until about the 
first of July. 
Under terms of the new rate ordinance, the 
following monthly telephone rates will go into 
effect May IO:

Two party — $6.30

WITH LOCAL TELEPHONE BILLS GOING 
UP MAV IO, more than one Georgetown resident 
has asked why the City Council offered General 
Telphone any rate increase at all, when the 
city’s rate consultant said the phone company 
deserved nothing but a big goose egg. 
It seemed a fair question, so we buttonholed 
Council Harry Gold and put it to him: How come, 
Harry? 
“ The measuring stick for a ‘fair rate of 
return' has changed this year, from a fair return 
on capital investment to a fair return on equity 
(common stock),” he explained. “ The phone 
company people said they had to have about 15 
percent return on equity to maintain the system 
properly.” 
That means, said Gold, that had they been 
denied, the phone folks might have had the ad­ 
vantage in court with the “ fair return on equity” 
yardstick. They might also have gotten more via 
that route. Gold explained further that the com­ 
pany’s concession on a local number to call for 
service pleased most of the Council. “ We felt it 
was a fair deal for them, and a fair deal for us,” 
he said.

CLEANUP WEEK begins tomorrow, with 
local volunteers, city and county employees 
teaming up to haul away all that old stuff you've 
been wanting to get rid of. Georgetown Chamber 
of Commerce president Bode McCormick urges 
everyone to clean out their attics, garages, 
backyards and whatever else. 
“ We want to help Georgetown go forward by 
keeping it beautiful.,” said McCormick. “ It is 
all too easy to let things you want to throw away 
accumulate. This is one time when folks can just 
take all their old junk to the curb. We ll take it 
from there.”

an area extending to approximately two miles 
outside the city limits, will be $16.35 a month; in 
Zone II, approximately two to six miles outside 
the limits. $17.50 in Zone III. about six to ten 
miles outside the limits, $18.95; and in Zone IV’, 
approximately IO miles or more outside. $19.95. 
Four-party residence charges in the various 
zones will be: $8.15 per month in Zone I; $9.50 
per month in Zone II; $10.75 per month in Zone 
III; and $11.75 per month in Zone IV. 
The new residential rates represent a 40c per 
month increase in one-partv charges; 90c for 
two-party $1.75 on four-party. Residential ex­ 
tension rates will stay the same. 
Business rates will rise $1.25 a month for one- 
party; $1.25 for two-party; 60c for business ex­ 
tensions; $1.55 on key lines and $2.20 on PBX 
trunk lines. 
The new rates will enable General Telphone to 
make almost a 15 percent return each year on its 
common stock, which is what the phone com­ 
pany representatives said they had to have. 
Originally, the company sought $106,000 more 
per year. but agreed to an increase ceiling of 
$22,500. 
Kinslow said the company would begin work to 
install a Georgetown service number so local 
residents will not have to call to Bryan for ser­ 
vice. The new number will be made public as 
soon as possible, he said. At first the new service 


will probably consist of a recording system, but 
eventually it is to be manned by GenTel per­ 
sonnel.

District Courtroom in Georgetown 
The Hernandez boy testified that Warner. 
Leander Superintendent of Schools, did not 
“ slam him into a filing cabinet at the Leander 
Elementary School on March 15, and that 
Warner did not shove or slam him into a school 
corridor wall on the way to Principal Young’s 
office, as alleged in a complaint signed by his 
mother Teresa 


HERNANDEZ SAID Warner grabbed his right 
arm and shook him in the classroom, after he 
laughed aloud at disciplinary remarks directed 
to classmates Lyndon Churchwell and Charles 
Fleet. The boy said he did fall into a filing 
cabinet after Warner grabbed him, but added 
that he thought the superintendent “ might have 
lost his grip." 
He said Warner took him to Young’s office for 
three “ licks,” but did not “ slam" him into a cor­ 
ridor wall on the way. 
Hernandez’ testimony conflicted with that 
given by Churchwell and Fleet, who said Warner 
seemed to jerk Hernandez out of his desk and 
throw him into the file cabinet. 
Teresa Hernandez testified that her son went 
with her to file a complaint with Cedar Park 
Justice of the Peace R. V. Gann, though the boy 
said he had not. 
After testimony was finished, defense at­ 
torney Bill Fitzgerald moved for a directed ver- 
dit of not guilty for both his clients. County At­ 
torney Norman Manning agreed the state could 
present no evidence that Young has assaulted 
Hernandez by paddling him. Hill dropped 
charges against the principal, but said Warner’s 
case would go on to jurors Leon Schrank, Bill 
Zimmerhanzel, Darlene Hobratsch, Janet

But you won t find any ub.es or charts that tell 
bow much government is costing the average 
American family in Uses or how much that figure 
goes up from one year to the next. 
Perhaps what we need is an official indicator to 
keep us posted 00 the high cost of government 
spending and to re.ate it to the average family. It 
could work similar to the Consumer Price Index

changes in prices and inflation 
If we had such an official indicator we m ight 
become as deeply concerned about the high cost of 
government as we do a boat the high cost of bv mg 
We could cai! it the Taxpayer Price Index fTPI). 
It s no big ceal to produce such sutistics For 
example, the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States prepared a ta Die which shows that President 
Ford s proposed budget is going to cost the average 
family tx 228 rn fecera. taxes compared with 12 672 
in Ider This cost-per-famfly figure has risen 99 per 
cent in the last decade much faster than the cost of 
Living 
The Chamber also underscores another important 
point Ic an article in W ASHINGTON REPORT, the 
Chamber s biweekly publication 
the business 
federation observes that. despite popular belief, 
food, housing and autorr.obi.es are no*, the biggest 
items in the family budget 
“Actually, the government costs the average 
family more than food housing and automobiles 
combined, the article said ‘ This year, as it has 
every year since 1965. the Federal budget will once 
again increase as the Federal government chalks 
up record expenditures 
“The most significant increase in the last decade 
was in income security, which more tnan tripled, 
and now costs the average household S1&53 '* 
The accompanying table quickly reveals that 
income security, which includes social security 
health and welfare programs, has risen 256 per cent

W illiam son County 
bandies juvenile delinquents 
has recently received concern­ 
ed atten tion from county 
citizens — and action from the 
county Commissioners Court 
Perry Cox. "ho has done 
volunteer work with this coun­ 
ty's juveniles since December. 
took an assessing look at the in­ 
tern program which will start 
here when Glen Kratochvil 
begins his internship either un­ 
der adult probation officer John 
Harrigan or under a newly 
hired juvenile probation of­ 
ficer 
I think we are fortunate to 
get some interns in here but 
they need some kind of direct 
supervision." he said “An in­ 
tern has to have some kind of 
structured program to work un­ 
der They have learned it all in 
the books and they need some 
type of overseer to work with 
them in the field 
Right now I do not think 
there is that much need for a 
full-time juvenile officer Now 
we need more kinds of treat­ 
ment 
facilities. 
Williamson 
County does not have anything 
to offer these kids except go 
back home or to Texas Youth 
Council We need facilities to go 
along with the officer 
Specifying the facilities he 
saw a need for. Cox said the ad­ 
dition of a halfway house and 
testing facilities to assess the 
out-of-school juvenile's in­ 
terests. as well as providing the 
kind of close supervision many 
are not receiving at home, 
w ould 
e n h a n c e ju v e n ile 
rehabilitation. 
These kids will turn around 
once they have the super­ 
vision. 
he said 
“They need 
someone to be interested in 
them — besides the police " 
HOW DO COUNTY officials 
view Cox s assessm ent0 
We've known that for some 
time. 
Commissioner Wesley 
Foust said in reply to the state­ 
ment that a full-time juvenile 
officer is not yet needed for 
Williamson County. 
Adult Probation Officer John 
T 
Harrigan agrees — with a 
qualification 
“ If you go back to last year's 
figures, no — if you are going to 
confine it solely to probation.” 
he said, but added. “This year 
— January and February were 
relatively light - but March 
and April were heavy. I still 
contend a lot of people are in 
confusion over that word, 
probation To me. they are put­ 
ting in predelinquency officer 
and counselor “ 
Foust disagrees with Cox s 
belief that more facilities are 
cu rren tly needed 
for 
the 
Williamson County juvenile 
I think this is a little far out 
at this time." Foust objected to 
th? establishment of a halfway 
house in Williamson Countv. ,;I 
can't see the need of it. The 
main reason I'm thinking that 
" a\ is that I asked the judge 
how many re-entered his court. 
How many did he tell m e0 One 
in 1975. 
The probation department is 
working in Williamson County, 
and I think that fact alone sup­ 
ports what I tell you. I don't 
know what else we could use for 
information 
I see by the report some of 
the cities gave us they are not 
bringing the juveniles into the 
courts If they are charged with 
assault, burglary and rape, they 
should be taken to court 
And until the law starts ac­ 
ting. the halfway house is not 
going to help “ 
COUNTY ATTORNEY Billy 
Ray Stubblefield voiced another 
opinion. 
"We need both. I think 
A 
juvenile probation officer needs 
to be here all the time We need 
to be able to consult with him 
And. of course, cases don't pop 


up only on Monday. Wednesday 
and Friday We need to have 
somebody available 
Plus we 
need to have assurance in 
t e r m s 
of 
s u p e r v i s i o n : 
probationers should have the 
expectation of being visited anv 
time If they are advised of the 
fact the probation officer is 
working only certain days. it 
does not aid in the effectiveness 
of probation 
But while agreeing that a 
halfway house could be helpful, 
Stubblefield stated. 
“I don't 
think Williamson County alone 
could support a halfway house 
“ We have had a number of 
cases in which a halfway house 
would be helpful It is awful to 
have to send a child back to a 
home which appears to us to 
show little aid in rehabilitation. 
Both County Judge C 
L 
Chance and Probation Officer 
Harrigan see the usefulness of 
having halfway house facilities 
for county juveniles 
If you have one juvenile to 
process you still need the full 
treatment." Chance said 
He cited in stan ces when 
juveniles had not committed 
crim es against society which 
would justify terms in jail or in 
a juvenile detention 
facility 
such as G ardner H ouse in 
Austin 
These would 
include 
such offenses as running away 
from home, called a status 
offense because it is illegal only 
because of the juvenile status of 
the offender 
“You don't need to go to jail 
- not for a status offense.” 
Chance explained his dilemma. 
His only alternative is to return 
the runaway to the home he or 
she ran away from — and from 
which he will usually run away 
again. 


RUNAWAY is a tremendous 
problem, and you don't always 
find out where they are run­ 
ning. som etim es." he said. 
Harrigan. while calling Cox's 
statements “very true." added. 
I am very ambivalent about 
halfway houses. Some of them 
are real good and others are too 
permissive 


"It s supposed to be — the 
way I think — used for when 
juveniles really can t stay at 
home, but do not qualify for be­ 
ing in a detention place. You try 
to prepare them for getting 
back in the m ainstream of 
society. 


You take the runaway who 
is so dissatisfied and unhappy 
at home, but there is no place 
for the judge to put him other 
than the juvenile section at jail 
— what other place is there to 
put him but at home. There s a 
chance he will run away 
again “ 


But Harrigan. too. cited the 
great expense in maintaining a 
halfway house 
You might not have anyone 
in it but you still have to main­ 
tain it." he stated 


While private facilities in 
Austin are “ terrifically expen­ 
sive. 
Harrigan 
said that 
Williamson County has on occa­ 
sion used special facilities at 
the Texas Baptist Children's 
Home in Round Rock, which 
has a guarded housing area 
a w a y f r o m t h e c a m p u s 
proper. 
Another less expensive alter- 
n a t i v e , 
s u g g e s t e d 
by 
Stubblefield, would be the es­ 
tablishment of a halfway house 
serving several counties, es­ 
tablished through the Capital 
Area Planning Council.

Students train in physical therapy 
Learning to give new life to 
those disabled by injury or birth 
defect has given new life to at 
least one Southwestern Univer­ 
sity student enrolled in the 
Allied Health Science program. 
Rozelle Braun, one of four in 
the program at Southwestern 
chosen for continued training in 
physical therapy, says her se­ 
cond venture in college has 
been "most rewarding.” 
Already owner of a 1950 
bachelor of fine arts degree 
with a major in radio-TV from 
the University of Texas, Mrs. 
Braun, a widow with five 
children, decided to make a 
stab at learning in a new field 
She had an interest in helping 
the physical needs of others — 
her father and brother are both 
medical doctors. 
‘‘I ’ve always been blessed 
with so much help — I wanted 
to give something back,” she 
said. 
So she sold out the 50 cow 
dairy she had operated since 
her husband Curtis’ death in 
1966. leased the ranch and farm­ 
ing operations, and went back 
to 
the 
classroo m 
in 
Southwestern’s newly organiz­ 
ed Allied Health Science 
program. 
‘‘I took one course at first — 
the first chemistry section for 
the allied health majors. I 
figured if I got through that I ’d 
go from there,” Mrs. Braun 
said. 
“ I was worried about how I 
would do until our teacher, Dr. 
Bob Soulen, came in that first 
day and told us. ‘You are here 
to learn chemistry, and I am 
here to help you learn it.’ And 
we found out he meant it.” 
Mrs. Braun told of the dif­ 
ficulty of having to learn to con­ 
centrate on studies again. 
‘‘The most exciting thing to 
me was to realize I could still 
learn, especially in a field I 
didn’t think I could learn, es­ 
pecially to learn — and like it.” 
She said the quality of 
professors and the small 
classes “ where you don’t feel 
like you are swallowed up” had 
helped 
her 
learn 
at 
Southwestern. 
“ The one-on-one help that my 
teachers have been able to give 
me has really helped,” she said. 
What was it like returning to 
college after more than 20 
years? 
“ I had decided that it 
wouldn't really matter whether 
or not I was accepted. But when 
I got in the classes I found that

Francisco Betancourt, assis­ 
tant professor of foreign 
languages at Southwestern 
University at Georgetown, has 
Completed his requirements for 
the Ph. D. at the University of 
'exas. Austin, and will be 
warded that degree on May 21. 
The director of the bilingual 
)rogram at Southwestern did 
lis 
dissertation 
on 
a 
Socialinguistics topic in which 
ie correlated social classes and 
styles of speech. It was the first 
study of its kind in the Hispanic 
vorld and only the seventh of 
kind in the world in any 
language. 
Betancourt did all of his 
research in his native Puerto 
Rico. He recorded identical 
statements from persons in 
various social classes ranging 
from farm workers to lawyers 
and judges, and would then play 
those tapes to students and 
teachers and ask them to rate 
the speakers by social class. 
"They could tell fairly ac­ 
curately from what social level 
these people came by their 
speech style,'' Betancourt said. 
Now that he’s finished with 
the two year dissertation pro­ 
ject. Betancourt is already 
working on a research design 
for a similar project. 
Betancourt received his B A. 
degree from San Jose State 
College in 1957, his M A. from 
New York University in 1961, 
and has also done graduate 
study at the University of Puer­ 
to Rico. 
He 
firs t 
came 
to 
Southwestern University in 1965 
and since that time has also 
been a Fulbright-Hays Lecturer 
at the National University of 
Nicaragua (1967-68) and at 
Quito, Ecuador for two months 
in 1969. 
He has also taught and lec­ 
tured at the University of 
Pittsburgh, the University of 
Puerto Rico, 
the Inter- 
American University of Puerto 
Rico, Kalamazoo College, and 
at Southern Illinois University. 
In addition to the Fulbright- 
Hays professorship. Betancourt 
has also received a grant from 
the French Ministry of Educa­ 
tion for the study of higher 
education in France. 
Betancourt’s program at 
| Southwestern was one of the 
first to be approved among Tex­ 
as colleges and universities to 
certify teachers for bilingual 
education.

lf you need to paint 
that room—here’s how

It’s official' Spring’s here again and it’s 
pamt-up time once more. 
-Shouldn’t you enamel your kitchen'’ You’ve 
been frowning at its dinginess all winter. And 
while you’ve got your brushes out, how about 
doing your bedroom baseboards? You know - 
where the furniture rubs them. As a matter of 
fact; while you have your curtains down to 
launder, this is the appropriate time to emanel 
your windows. 
That roof leak that has stained your living 
room ceiling - it won t take long to repair and 
touch up with paint. Better yet, let’s do the 
whole ceiling. With a long-handled roller, that 
won’t take long. 
Just scrape off any loose and falling paint, 
fill and smooth out with spackle paste, then 
seal the spot with clear shellal. Water stains 
will bleed through several coats of latex paint 
if you don’t seal the stain first. 
Before painting the ceiling, though, bunch up 
the furniture near the center of the room. 
Cover it and the floors carefully. 
If the closets have not been painted lately, 
you may want to do them first It s a job to 
clear out all the clothes, the sewing machine, 
and the luggage - and then to replace them 
again. 
But ifs worth the effort, you ll agree, after 
it’s all done. 
Ma-Crape paper covers and thin plastic 
sheets serve well as drop cloths and are much 
less expensive. They both come in handy 9 by 
12-foot size. The plastics cost about 50 cents 
each for the thinnest quality. The Ma-Crape 
costs a little more. They are both useful to the 
painter. If not torn, they will last a long time. 
When doing a ceiling, but not the walls of a 
room, protect the walls by hanging the thin 
plastics, sticking the upper edge close to the 
ceiling and letting them hang dow n. No need to 
remove pictures. 
Before painting plaster surfaces, examine 
for cracks. Fill as required with spackle paste 
(cost, about $2 a quart). Spot-paint over 
patches with the finish paint to smooth out tool 
marks. Let the ceiling lights hang down on the 
wires, paint behind the base, then replace. 
Do plastered surfaces with latex paint, flat 
finish. Ifs quick-drying, nonvolatile, and al­ 
most odorless. As you work, watch back for 


paint spots in the wrong places. Remove, when 
found, with a wet cloth 
When spots don’t yield to water treatment, 
try lacquer thinner, but use extreme care. Lac­ 
quer thinner cuts any paint quickly and will 
also ruin varnished or painted finish on con­ 
tact. It wont harm rugs or fabrics. 
Before enameling your kitchen, wash all sur­ 
faces with a handful of trisodiumphosphate 
crystals dissolved in a gallon of hot water. All 
paint stores carry this old standby cleaner. 
Apply with a long-handled sponge mop, keep­ 
ing the surface wet for IO or 15 minutes. This 
chemical cuts grease and dirt and will dull the 
gloss of the old enamel, which is good. Don’t 


worry about the streaks, but rinse with clean 
hot water. 
Pull out the range and clean well behind it, 
also under the sink 
You can save work by- 
enameling behind the range before replacing 
it. 
Apply enamel with a short-nap roller, using a 
long handle. Cut in corners with the brush. 
Also the cabinet doors, etc. To speed up the 
work, you may roll the woodwork, too; then 
brush out the enamel. 
Wear plastic or rubber gloves to protect 
your hands from chemical burns. Some wear 
gloves while painting, too. I sometimes do. 
Hi-gloss enamel is usually applied in kitch­ 
ens, baths, and utility rooms. But not always. 
It’s a m atter of choice. Semi-gloss or satin fin­ 
ish is best for the woodwork in other areas. 
Bathrooms are treated as are the kitchens. 
Save cleanup and hang papers around the 
lower walls and let them hang down into the 
tub. Also stick papers to the wall over the 
handbowl. 
When through with the tools, clean them up 
as soon as possible. 
Brushes wet with latex paint clean up with 
hot water. Hold the bristles open under the 
faucet and wash the paint out of the center 
well. 


Clean brushes wet with oil-base paint in 
paint thinner. Pour about two inches of thinner 
into a can. Wash well. Do the same in another 
can. Then dump the dirty thinner into the first 
can. Repeat this process until you have clean 
bristles. Save the dirty thinner in a closed can 
for future use.

It was a w arm July day. 
Independence Square, as it is 
now called, and the streets of 
Philadelphia w ere packed with 
m en and w om en who had 
waited for hours with faces 
lifted tow ard the bell, wonder­ 
ing if th e ir rep re se n ta tiv e s 
w ould v o te to d e c la re in ­ 
dependence. 
A m essenger hurried up the 
stairs to the belfry. As the first 
sentence of that historic docu­ 
m ent was read, the tones of the 
bell burst upon the silent and 
waiting city. For two hours the 
sound of the bell was heard, 
proclaim ing freedom to the 
colonies. 
The New Province Bell, later 
to be known as the Liberty Bell, 
was cast by Thom as L ister of 
W h ite c h a p e l, L o n d o n , and 
a rriv e d in P h ila d e lp h ia in 
August, 1752. It had been com ­ 
m issioned by the Pennsylvania 
Provincial Assem bly in 1751 to 
hang in the new State House 
(later renam ed Independence 
Hall). 
Before the bell could be rais­ 
ed to the tow er, a local 1752 
new spaper reported “ it was 
cracked by a stroke of the 
clapper during a test w ithout 
any further violence” and was 
recast by P ass and Stow, “ two 
i n g e n i o u s 
w o r k m e n ” 
of 
Philadelphia. 
In the recasting, the English 
model was broken up and the 
sam e m etal was m elted down 
to be used in the new bell. To 
the bell was added one and one- 
half ounces of A m erican copper 
to the pound of old bell m etal to 
m ake it less brittle. However, 
so much copper had been added 
that the bell’s tone proved too 
brassy, and still another bell 
had to be cast. 
The th ird “ L iberty B e ll” 


preserved the shape and letter­ 
ing of the original but sub­ 
stitu te d th e n am es of the 
craftsm en and the place and 
date of recasting Around the 
cr own 
wa s 
i n s c r i b e d 
the 
Biblical m otto “ Proclaim liber­ 
ty throughout the land unto all 
the inhabitants thereof (Lev. 
25:10).’’ 
Finally in June, 
1753, the 
third bell was hung in the State 
House steeple w here it rem ain­ 
ed in use until the steeple was 
taken down on July 16.1781. The 
bell was then lowered into the 
brick tower of the State House. 
Long before the bell w as 
singled out to proclaim liberty 
throughout the land, the State 
House bell clanged defiance of 
British tax and trade restric­ 
tions and announced the Boston 
Tea Party. 
As the B ritish advanced on 
Philadelphia in 1777, the bell 
was moved to Allentown for 
safety. The following year, it 
was returned to Philadelphia 
a n d 
p e a l e d j o y f u l l y 
f o r 
American victories during the 
rem ainder of the Revolutionary 
war. 
L ater the bell tolled the 
deaths of W ashington, Jeffer­ 
son. Adams and other Founding 
Fathers. In 1835, exactly 59 
years to the day after the adop­ 
tion of th e D e c la ra tio n of 
Independence, the bell cracked 
while sounding the death knell 
fo r C h i e f J u s t i c e J o h n 
M arshall.
